SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The untitled video recording, also known as "Tommy Knockers PtT'/DIA Exhibit #13 is 
classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The video recording comprises a number of unrelated components. Approximately 18 
minutes of the video recording consists of home video footage of two youths asleep. 
The remainder of the video recording consists of footage recorded from the television. 

The video recording breaches the right to privacy of the individuals depicted. The age 
of the subjects is unclear, but judging from their physical characteristics, they may be 
aged from between 16 to 20 years. The video footage appears to have been obtained 
without the consent of the individuals involved. In addition, parts of the home video 
footage contains depictions which are highly degrading to the individual concerned. 

It has been determined that s14of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act) 
applies to this publication. However, by virtue of the extent and degree to which the 
publication breaches the right to privacy of the people filmed and what appears to be 
the intended purpose of the publication, namely sexual arousal, this publication is 
determined to be objectionable. The Classification Office considers this a reasonable 
limit on freedom of expression as outlined in s5 of the NZBR Act. 
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
